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Large Branch Breaks Off From 
Northfield’s Largest Birch Tree 
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A report has reached the Press 
that one of the large branches of 
the world’s largest birch tree lo- 
cated on Hogsback mountain has 
broken off and thus further des- 
truction has been visited upon 
the tree to which during the 
course of each summer many 
wend their way along the paths 
through the woods to make it a 
visit. 

The gnarled old survivor of 
the. forest is estimated to be not 
less than 200 years old and has 
won the distinction of being the 
largest birch tree yet discovered 
by man. 

It is said that Mr. A. G. Moody 
and many others knew of this 
tree years ago when as younger 
men they tramped the forest but 
it was not until a Mr. Bogardus 
while staying at the Northfield 
Hotel visited the site and tree 
and taking measurements discov- 
ered that no larger “birch” had 
ever been, seen by man. : 

This white birch measure 18 
feet in circumference and is ap- 
proximately 80 feet in height.

One-forth of the dele- 
gates are from the United States 
and Canada. 

King Haakon of Norway is the 
convention patron. The Primate 
of the Church of Norway, the 
Right Rev. Johan Lunde, Bishop 
of Oslo, is the official host. 

Leadership training, daily va- 
cation Bible schools, a program 
of adult Chistian education and 
religious education in general 
are on the conference program. 
Sunday school activities the 
world over, as carried on across 
all barriers of race and language 
will be reviewed. 

Sir Harold Mackintosh of Hali- 
fax, England, is president of the 
association. Among the promi- 
nent American leaders are Dean 
Luth A. Weigle of Yale Divinity 
School, Dr. C. P. Wiles of Phila- 
delphia, Margaret Slattery of 
Boston and Dr. Hugh R. Munro 
of Montclair, N. J., chairman of 
the North American administra- 
tive committee.

Although the repairs would 
cost little, they would save this 
giant for many years to come. 
The tree surgery necessary con- 
sists for the most part of clean- 
ing out the hollows and filling 
them with cement, sealing the 
broken branch ends so that the 


sap will not be drained from 


the tree and thus shorten its life. 


His Visit Over

Dr. Toyohiko Kagawa, Japan- 
ese Christian labor leader, who 
visited Northfield last spring 
and: spoke to an immense audi- 
ence in the auditorium is now 
returning to his home in Japan. 
Although suffering with an in- 
curable’ disease called trachoma, 
President Roosevelt had granted 
him ‘permission to enter the 
United States to deliver his lec- 
tures. 

Tuesday of last week Dr. Ka- 
gawa completed his trip and left 
for Norway. While here he urged 
better understanding between 
the Nipponese and Americans, 
proposed cooperative living as a 
cure for the world’s ills and 
ri.ised funds to build 1,000 small 
churches in the Land of the Ris- 
ing Sun. 

Born forty-eight years ago in 
a family of imperial statesmen, 
Dr. Kagawa embraced Christian- 
ity in his youth because Shin- 
toism was a national cult and 
Christianity international.. Dis- 
owned by his parents, he came 
to Princeton to study, working 
his way as a butler. He heads 
the movement to convert a mil- 
lion Japanese. to Christianity, 
and is a leader of the Japanese 
Federation of Labor with its 
120,000 workers. For sponsoring 
strikes against militarism he has 
twice been jailed, 

The many who were ptivi- 
leged to hear him here will fol- 
low his future with much con- 
cern and interest.

Northfield Trails 


Fascinate Guests 

—o— 
Of much _ interest to all in 
Northfield und particularly to 


those who frequent the North- 
field hotel is the following ar- 
ticle culled from the Boston Eve- 
ning Transcript of July 1. It fol- 
lows: 

‘The hotel men wo attended 
the Massachusetts  association’s 
meeting at Nortfleld enjoyed 
themselves as guests of the res- 
ident manager, A. Gordon Moody 
and Mrs. Moody. They also had 
time to ride around the village 
and the boys’ and girls’ schools 
—Mt. Hermon School and North- 
field Seminary, founded by 
Dwight, L. Moody. The schools, 
the hotel and its annex, if such 
it may be called, and the village, 
all spic and span and in a setting 
that would appeal to anyone 
who loves hills and _ rolling 
country at its best, was delight- 
ful. The annex is a real chateau. 

Lack of time prevented many 
from enjoying one of the fas- 
cinating features at this fine ho- 
tel property with its many acres 
of fields and woods—the nature 
tails. These trails are new and 
are educational as well as fas- 
cinating. 

They were laid out by Maurice 
Broun, a naturalist, who devoted 
much time to them. They are 
paths though the woods; not the 
kind that have been made by 
cutting down trees and paving 
with stone, not even wide paths, 
but mere trails with here and 
there ferns overlaping. Where 
tiny brooks cross, a few stones 
have been placed to step on. 
Along the paths small signs give 
the information that is educa- 
tional and informative. 

For instance, one comes to 
a sign with a picture ofa bird 
and this lettering: 

“Chestnut-sided warblers may 
greet you along the way. ‘Very 
pleased to meet you’ they will 
sing. These birds are abundant 
in our region from May to Sep- 
tember. They winter in Central 
America.” 

Nearby one is surprised to see 
Japanese barberry, so surprised, 
in fact, that he reads the label 
to make sure he is not mistaken. 
“It is an escape from cultiva- 
tion,” he reads. 

Farther into the woods one 
wonders, with the sun striking 
through the trees and across the 
trail here and there and noth- 
ing to disturb the stillness ex- 
cept the song of birds or the 
chirp of a cricket at places 
where the trail winds near the 
edge of a field. On one tree is 
a quotation from Lowell that be- 
fits its location: 


“Who does his duty is a 
question too complex to be 
solved by me. 

“But he, I venture the sug- 
gestion, does part of his that 
plants a tree.” 


One, at least, of these trails 
is a mile long; the others may 
vary a little in length. 

Back from the nature trails, 
one may drop into an easy chair 
on the piazza overlooking the 
golf course and study a game 
that his walk may have helped 
him to win. In a frame of natur- 
al tree limbs, and some four feet 
square, are colored pictures of 
birds and flowers with a list of 
names below. Opposite each 
name and on a corner of each 
picture are metal markers. In 
the center of the group of pic- 
tures is a flashlight lens. Point- 
ers made of branches of trees 
have taped tips. To play the 
game, cach person takes a point- 
er; one touches a metal marker 
opposite the name of the bird 
or flower he asks the other to 
indicate. Until the other player 
locates the picture called for and 
touches the metal marker on it 
nothing happens. When he 
touches the right one the light 
flashes.”
